Birds of Brilliant Plumage and Steady Go=
ing Hens in Herald Square Hall—Many
Pigeons and Turkeys—Aungora Gests
and Some Other Sorts of Pet Steck.

High up aloft in Herald 8quare Hall, on the
top floor of the Macy building, there was a
glory of gay plumage and soft furs on view
yesterday. The red and gold of pheasants
wuubrlchtulnyofﬁw!uubonmu.tho
green and gray of the waterfowl surpassed
the sheen of silks, the pigeons were as varied
in tints as a box of colored ribbons, while
the smooth coats of the rabbits and cavies
and the fleece of the Angora goats sug-
gested the luxurious wraps of the Broad-
way parade, All this was at the opening of
the first show of the Association of Powtry
and Pet Stock Breeders, which is to continue
each day and evening this week.

The venture is & cooperative one andthe
show is to be held every fall. It will not sup-
plant the kindred show of the New York
Poultry and Pet Btock Association, which is
& regular event for the fanciers in mid winter
at Madison Square Garden.

It is & very complete show, and the ex-
bibits appeared to the best adventage through
the open arrangement of the coops and oages,
tbhe fine light and thorough ventilation of
the hall. There were 1,680 single exhibits
of poultry, including waterfowl and the
bronze and white turkeys, on view, besides
144 exhibition yards, with & cock and four
bhons in each. A novelty stralght from the
Bt. Louis fair was & yard of silver laced
Plymouth Rocks, which, although not as
yeot admitted to the American Poultry As-
soclation standard, are similar aside from
color with the familar barred and white
varieties.

There was an unusually large showing of
the pit strains and the fancy varieties of
game fowl. Judge Robert O. Cornell is
agaln an exhibitor of pit games, and also the
veteran Jerseyman, Dan Hetfleld, The old-
timor, who in the days of free sport has
engineered many a notable main, bhad two
grievances, and he was ouupoien about
them.

“They've got me In the catalogue as Dr. G.
Hetfleld, dum it,” voiced the veteran. “They
call me Judge to home, since I've been a
Justice of the peace, but I ain't no doctor.
Then, too, they've got one of my red pit birds
listed and placed with them black breasted
red games.
